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LANGUAGE

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MATHEMATICS 

The  mathematics  program  in  our  school  consists 
of  instruction  in  algebra,  plane  geometry,  physics,  and 
general  mathematics.

Two  years  of  algebra  and  one  year  of  plane  geometry 
are  open  primarily  to  college  preparatory  students  and 
are  set  up  to  provide  a  basis  for  further  work  in  mathe- 
matics.
